How to Make Smutty Seed Produce a 
Clean Crop. 


Along with the increased interest 
which is being manifested in scientific 
corn culture and the proper saving 
and tes’ of seed greater attention 
is also being given to the matter of 
the treatment of the different grain 
seeds, with a view of checking the 
dam: of various fungous di j 
The loss from smut alone has~ in- 
creased greatly in recent years and is 
widespread, the per cent. of loss run- 
ning from 5 to 30 per cent. Treat- 
ment with formalin solution is en- 
tirely effective in preventing this loss, 
and the treatment of the seed is not 
difficult. Within the past year sev- 
eral good machines have’been put on 
the market at about $35, which will 
treat any kind of small pes effect- 
ually at the rate of 100 bushels per 
day. Such a machine could be bought 
on shares by several neighbors, so 
that the individual expense would not 
be large. ere such an arran; ent 
is not practical a simple and inex- 
pensive yet effective method is to fill 
8 ar or kerosene barrel two-thirds 
full water, add a pint of 40 per 
cent. formalin (obtainable at any drug 
store), put oats in a or ° 
immerse till wet 7 oly e out, 
allow to drain back -into pane eon 
then spread on or barn floor.
